Tlie iVgriciiltural und Industrial Exhi- 
bition which closed on Saturday last, after 
being held for four days, must, on tlio 
•whole, be chinniclLHl as ii buccoss, not 
only as regards the number of exhibitors 
and visitors, but also from the fact that 
in ita general features and the quantity 
of stock shown it was a decided advance 
on that of last year. At the samo. time it 
must bo admitted that the province is ca- 
pable of making .s far butter show in 
Bonie of the grades of cattle which were 
exhibited. But when the large extent of 
territoryja considerod, the difficnlty ar^d 
losa^bf time fnoiirred in reaching the capi- 
tal at nii important soaaon of the year, 
too much must not bo oxpeoted^hor com 
parisons made which would bo utterly 
out of place in the circumstances and con- 
ditions by which we are surrounded. iS'o 
doubt the presonco of tlio tiovernor-Uon- 
eral and Princess Louise contributed much 
to the success of the occasion, and tho 
public thanks are due to his Excellency, 
who was anxious to spend as much aM 
possible of tlu) limited time at his disposal 
in visiting tho intcrinr of i;ho province, 
for alteriu-,' his plans to suit the society's 
convonience. Although tho benefit of 
local exhibitions hold m differeut districts 
cannot be overestimated, and thoy may, 
indeed, be said to be tho foundatirn of 
agricultural progruKs, yet tho advaiil:i;.'e.s 
of an agricultural gathering from all parts 
of tho province ought to bo regarded na a j 
natui'al result of these, and looked for- i 
ward to as a means of mutual comparison | 
nnd encoumgomeut, without which the 
people in dififerent sections of tho country 
would be alike ignorant as to what pro- 
gress they were making themselves, as 
well as of what their neighbors were 
doing in other places. Tho value of pro- 
vincial exhibitions in this light is a very 
I)ractical one, nud applies equally to a 
now country where farming and stock- | 
raising are almost in their infancy as it j 
does ti> priiviiiccs further advanced. Those | 
engaged in agricultural pursuits from tho j 
laborious nature of their uccupation and I 
their isolated conditions arc very apt to i 
become narrow-minded and think that \ 
there is only one way of doing a thing, 
and that all knowledge as regards farming 
is contained in what they know tliem- | 

' selvos. But tho truth is farming is a , 
business just like any other industrial j 

k,(»illing, and will pay either in labor saved ; 

""or money earned, just in proportbn as it 
is conducted with improved methods and 
appliances, and knowledge is as pro- 
gressive in ihis line as any other. Many 
would no doubt have told us at one time 
that mowing and reaping by means of 
machinery was sheer nonsense; but the 
mechanic invented these implements and 
a hundred others and any &rmer now 
who clung to the old methods would 

; starve. Some men imagine that because 
they are poor they can have no part or 
lot in agricultural improvement; but an 
intolligont and observant man, though he 
,may not be iu a position . to .purchase 
many things which are oven necessary to 
him, can always pick up improved idesva 
which will eventually place him in a 
better position. Hence the great use of 
agricultural and industrial exhibitions, 
both local and provincial, as they tend to 
bring individuals of one of the most iso- 
iGited classes together aiid convince them 
that it is possible that a little competition 
and interchango of ideas are not such bad 
things after all. Still from causes to 
which we have already alluded tliere is iu 
tho earlier stages of progress a certain 
"backwardness in coming forward" which 
is naturally to he expected when men are 
■o closely engaged in many cases in doing 
little more thaii making both ends meet, 
and hence the interest in such exhibitions 
is very difficult (o keep up, oven when 

'-' their value is admitted. As regards our 
provincial attempts in this direction wo 

^ nave no need to undervalue the day of 
email things, but rather to regard it as 
the natural foundation from which greater 
achievements will follow in llio progress 
of time. Others liave started from the 
same point and wo shall reach the same 
goal'yrhich they have attained, no matter 
hbw" small the progress made may bo, 
provided only that it is continuous. Tho 
general features of the exhibition have 
already been dealt with in the reports, 
and it only remains to congratulate the 
people on the satisfactory result of their 
endeavors, and to. thank the ladies for the 
ihatiy contributions in the Sne arts and 
plain and fancy work as well as examples 
of more practical accomplishments wliich 
graced the paviUon, though tlioy liad no 
idea perhaps that they were favored in 
^h'^ving their prizes awarded in their own 
iiaiihos and not to their next male kin. 
Yet the writer remembers once being 
much puzzled with an agricultural prize 
list, of a local exhibition where the men, 
in addition to claiming all tho prizes in 
their own department, had all those won 
by tho ladies in plain and fancy work, 
knitting and butter-making, etc. , credited 
to thorn as the heads of tlieir respective 
families. All romon.stranco was in vain, 
and even tho parson dare not intorfero. 
Tho men said it did not do to lot the 
women know too much, and the list was 
printed accordingly. This is a very per- 
tinent illustration of that mental con- 
tractedness which socludod agricultural 
life is apt to produce in so many ways, 
and which it is the aim and object of ex- 
hibitions like tho one which has just 
closed to dispel. Probably as much good 
r^sUlta froitn-Bodal contact and new asso- 
i^'t|ons':a8 i^m the, more aerioua business 

> of {he.;.o(;caBionisnd the wholesgme.excitc- 
ment of competition. 

IXCENDIAUmi AND BURGLARS. 

The events of the last few days have 
been of a rather disturbing character. A 
supposed incendiary tiro and great de- 
struction of property on Sunday morn- 
ing, and an audacious burglary Thursday 
night are quite sufficient to disturb the 
sense of security which for many months 
has pervaded the minds of tho general 
public. That this city has enjoyed a won- 
derful immunity from destructive fires 
for many. years; and iu an almost equal 
degree successful robberies and burglaries 
have been nearly unheard of, all will ad- 
mit. When the latter crimes have been 
committed, with a few trifling exceptions, 
since tho memorable ilacdonald Bank 
robbery in 1864, when over §30,000 was 
■tolen and the bank failed in (mnsequenco, 
swift punishment on' offenders has fol- 
lowed on the hools of ofTences. Since 
tho burglary at tho London Bazaar more 
than a year and a half ago there has not 
been anyattempt intliatlino. The invasion 
of tho promises of Matthews, Richards & 
Tye on Thursday night therefore calls for 
more than a passing notice. 'That no 
booty was carried off does not militate 
against the daring nature of tho crime. 
The work done ii proof poaitivo that tlio 
workmen w«r« not 'pr«utioe hands, and 



unles.s the gang can be brought to ju.stiee 
or broken up but few merchants or busi- 
nosa men will feel perfectly wecure. The 
raid seems to have been well planned, 
and had tho expected booty boon obtained 
all cuncerned most likely would have at- 
tempted an escape by the North Pacific 
across the border. It is possible that the 
disappointed perpetrators did so escape, 
and tho city may thus bo rid of their 
presence. Ikit few Crimea of any de- 
scription beyond petty larcenies have oc- 
curred of late, and it is only fair to at. ' 
tribute this fact to tlio wholesome fear 
existing in tho minds of tho evil-dispused 
of an active and odicient police force. 
Much shrewdness, a good deal of patient 
investigation -and not a little detective 
akill will have to be evinced probably to 
reach the bottom of Thursday night's 
burglary. .\11 of these qualities, how- 
ever, are poases.sed by tho city police 
force, and in a few days light, in all pro- 
bability, will bo thrown upon this deed of 
darkness. In the meanwhile every pos- 
sible precaution should be taken by the 
owners of warehouses, stores and resi- 
dences to provoct thoir preniisoa; and on 
the other liaud police anci night watch- 
men should exercise the utmost vigilauco 
on thoir ros|iective beats in every part of 
tho city. A long spell of quietude in 
police circles has a natural tendency to 
produce a feeling nf security in the minds 
of the officers, and tliis occurrence there- 
fore will have tho eti'ect of undeceiving 
thom and of putting them in a corre- 
sponding manner more on tho alert.

The safes con- 
laiiied only bonks and iiajiers of no use 
to any but the nwners and they were not 
disturbed. Tho valuable and niiscellan- 
eons stock, so far as can be ascertained, 
was not hi I erf e red \iilh beyond the act 
of "borrowing" the implements lequirod 
to burst open the .s.ifes. .\n oxaniinat ion 
of the [iremise.s by .Mr Tye and Supt. O'- 
Connor revealed the .serioti.s fact thai al 
least one of the nibliers had secreted 
himself in the store, or in tho loft over 
the store, the evening before; the eslab- 
lisbinont being upon after dark for tho ru- 
ee|itiiiii of a l.'irge invoice of iron. The 
catch or keeper nf the inner baek donr 
was fnoiidto have la'eii reiiinved fmiii the 
m.sii/f.

Snsrlish and Egyptian Artillor^. 

There is a marked difterence between 

iMiglisli and Egyptian artillery. Tho 
Fnglish artillery is muzzle- loading and 
the Egyptian brf-ecli-loadiiig. So far 
the ICgyiitian artillery would seem to 
bi! more modern ; but this is not tho' 
case. The English muzzle-loading 
hold guiiB are of more roeoat pattern 
than either the Krupp gun or the 
breech- loaders of .Sir William Arm- 
strong. They are of two kinds, and so 
far they are the most powerful field- 
guns of luiropo. Tliey aro IG pound- 
ors, the weight of which is 1,34-1 
pounds, and 1 S-pouiiders, that weigh 
960 pounds. This latter is said to bo 
the best field gnu that has yot been 
tried. It is not only far superior to 
tho old Krupp gun, with which Arabi's 
ai iiiy is supplied, but is in every way 
superior to the present field gun of the 
German servieo. The velocity of tho 
bullet from a German lieltl gun at a 
distance of 2,000 yards is 900 feet to 
the Eogliah 1,000, and at 4,000 yai:ds 
it is as 690 feet is to 750 of the Eng- 
lish gun. At tlio distance of 4,000 
yardH, it is said, with an elevation of 
nine degrees, the Entjlisli gun will 
throw a projectile within a space of 
38 yards long by 2| broad. If the 
gunners have not at the timo of en- 
gagement tlie mirage to contend with, 
there i.s nothing to hinder thom from 
firing at tho distance of two and a 
quarter miles with tho utoioat preci- 
sion.
